~ THE BRIDGE PANIC. 


ATEBRRIBLE TRAGEDY ON THE NEW 
YORK BRIDGE. 


The Surging Crowds Rushing in on One Another, Bra 
come Jammed aod Pasic Stricke:—Men, Wo-~ 
men and Children Crushed to Death— 

The Number ef Dead and Wounded 


New York, May 30.—A terrible accident 
occurred on the Brooklyn bridge at half-past 
four o'clock to-day. The bridge was crowded 
toits utmost capacity. On the platform at 
the New York tower the jam became se great 
that many persons fainted. A cry of distress 
was raised, and a dreadful struggle began be- 
tween ihe panic-stricken crowds, coming in 
east and west. A number were, itis report- 
ed, crushed to death. In the end, the crowd 
coming from the Brooklyn side prevailed and 
rushed toward the New York anchorage, 

ramping down in its way men, women and 


children. who were trodden under foot 
and, falling down the steps lead- 
ing to ihe tower platform, were 


buried under a mass of struggling Bomeny 
many feet high. As soon as the n of the 
disaster was conveyed to the New York sta- 
tion by the onset of the panic stricken crowd, 
the police were called, and the bridge was 
cleared, The work of removing the crushed and 
wounded then began. A number were taken 
to the city hall, the police station, and others 
to the Chambers street hospital. The police 
report that atleast 10 er 15 were killed, but as 
yet it is impossible to say who or how mapy. 
Of the seven who are in the city hall station. 
one B Reichers, a cigar maker of No. 335 De- 
lancy street, is now dying. The excitement 
at the entrance to the bridge is intense. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE ACCIDENT 

Brooklyn bridge received a dread{ful baptism 
to-day. in the crush that occurred, apparent- 
ly by accident on the New York anchorage, a 
number of persons, mostly women and chil- 
dren, were crushed, some to death, some fa- 
tally and still others severely. A scene of 
terror reigned for fully fifteen or twenty min 
utes that baffles description. When it was 
over cartloads of the wounded and crashed 
human beings were taken out of the New 
York entrance of the bridge. A small moun- 
tain of torn and abandoned clothing was 
gathered up by the police. The accident oc- 
curred on the New York anchorage. where 
the solid bottom of the middle footway ends, 
and two flights of seven steps each, with an in 
termediate landing, which leads up to the 
plank walk of the span between the New York 
anchorage and the tower. It was shortly af- 
four o'clock. The bridg¢ was crowded 
from one end to the other, sothat there was 
hardly elbow room. 

A WOMAN'S SCREAM, 

On the footway a woman, who was ascend- 
ing the lower flight of steps, stumbled and 
fellon the landing. The crowd pressed upon 
her, and she shrieked. Bridge Ojificer Fred- 
erick Richards, who was on the plank walk 
above. seeing her danger, elbowed his way to 
the spot and lifted herup. Thecrowd closed 
upon them both, and they went down. With 
a desperate effort, Uficer Richards got upon 
his feet once more. dragying the 
woman after bim. She screamed again in 
despair and firight, and the crowd above and 
below pressed toward the spot to discover the 
cause of the commotion. The crush imme- 
diately became fearful. Those on the ap- 
proach below the steps were carried forward 
in asoltd mass. Many stumbled, and unable 
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to resist the pressure from behind tbe crowd 
passed over them from above. The crowd 
coming from Brooklyn was carried to the 


edge of the steps, and then fell overand 
down upon the struggiixg mass below. 
THE TERRIBLE STRUGGLE. 

‘he terrible struggle for life began. Men 
and women fought with the strength of despair 
againsteach other, Escape was impossible, 
with the pressure from both sides zrowing at 
every shout of anguish that went up from the 
dying, and those who saw death before their 
eyes. Fear and despair on the one side, 
curiosity on the other, fought for the mas- 
tery. The frightful crush was denser than 
eyer when, after nearly fifteen minutes, a 
score of military men of the 12th regiment, 
led by Lientenant Hart and Sargeants Coul- 
deck and Costelio, marched ug. On this 
approach toward Brooklyn, the yeils of the 
crowd attracted’ their attention. At 
the foot of thesteps a wall of human bodits 
was piled high. 

A THRILLING INCIDENT. 

The dense mass surged about it, and in it 
the soldiers their saw two policemen vainly 
Struggling againstit. Sergeant Coulideck took 
in the situation ata glance. At his word of 
command his men scaled the fence and the 
railroad track, separating them from the foot 
walk, and wedging into the mass of 
people near the scene of the disaster, 
drove back the crowds at the 
New York entrance. Atthe muzzle of their 
guns it fell back slightly, and the militiamen 
following up the advantage gained forced it 
back untilan approach was cleared, Then 
lormipng a front across the footwalk, they pre- 
vented the crowd from passing back, while as 
many of their numberas could be spared ran 
to the scene of the aaccident to help in extri- 
cating the dead and saving the living. 

THE ALARM GIVEN, 

The alarm had, meanwhile, been given at 
the bridge entrance. A general call for all 
hospital ambulances was sent out,and police- 
men were hurried over upon the bridge from 
their station beside the city: hall, The fire- 
men of a hook and ladder company followed 
to assist. The crowd on the footwalk above 
the steps was constantly receiving accessions 
and still pressing on and over the heap on the 
anchorage. ‘The bodies of the dead and dying 
lay here so firmly wedged together that to ex- 
tricate them was next to impossible. To back 
the crowd wis equally impossible. Relief was 
possible only by making room for the crowd 
to sprecd sideways. It was quickly done. 
W ‘ling hands tore away the iron railing, di- 
viding the footway from the railroad track on 


both si tes, and dragged those who were nearest 


in the crush through. 
THE FRIGHTFUL HEAP OF HUMAN FLESH. 

Opening room was made for the policemen 
to reach the frightful heap of human flesh, 
and the work of clearing itaway began. As 
S000 ac a portion of the obstruction was re- 
moved from the steps, the crowd was eased, 
and a portion was let through to the New 
York station. The rest was forced back until 
ail the bodies had been taken away. Aiong 
the iron fences, on the footway, on the rail- 
road track, and on the carriage way on both 
Sides of the bridge dead and wounded were 
laid. Many were dead when extricated from 
tie beap, others were more or less terribly in- 
Jured. They lay six, eight and ten deep. 
Those in the lower tier were long dead. The 
Gothes were torn from the body of more than 
Obé in the attempt to get them out, All were 
1atiess, many shoeless, and on others the 
Clothes hung in rags. Five women, all dead 
énd trampled into unshapely massses, were 
taken froin the bottom of the heap. 

THE DEAD. 

Mrs. Emma Sherwood, aged 35, of Bridge-

THE VERDICT. 
_ in the evening the coroner impanneled a 
jury which viewed the bodies of the dead and 
the inquest was fixed forSaturday. A revised 
list of the dead and injured, obtained short! y 
before midnight from the hospitals and sta- 
ons, embraced twelve dead, eleven of whom 
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had been identified, ané twenty-six injured, 
some badly, others less seriously. One wo- 
man had been seen in the crush holding 
a screaming baby above the heads 
of the crowd. As she herself 
went down, some man had taken the baby. 
It was not found. .It was said that a man had 
been seen carrying the dead baby away, but 
the police had no accountof it. The baby’s 
clothing scattered about gave evidence 
enough that the weak infant bad been in the 
crush, The woman whom the bridge officer 
Richards had he!ped to her feetat the begin 
ning of the crush was saved. Richards also 
escaped death by desperate efforts. In speak 
ing of the occurrence afterwards, he said that 
there was no chance of restoring order from 
the first, ' 
THE DEATH KNELL. . 

That one first scream was the death knell of 
many in that crowd. It grew at once utterly 
ungovernabie and so dense that a movement 
of any kind was impossible. The crowd, 
forced by a constant pressure and accession 
from ¢he Brooklyn side, went over the steps 
like a cataract, and once started, fell until the 
walk lay piled with bodies to the height of 
the sieps, then went over and fell beyond it. 
The dead Chinaman, Ab Lo Sing, was taken 


from the bottom of the heap. Carts were 
ressed into service on the New 
ork side. As they arrived the dead and in- 


jured were placed in them and conveyed to” 
the stations and hospitals. 
HEARTRENDING SCENES. 

There were heartrending scenesat the police 
stations when a body was recognized by 
friends, An ample force of police took po:- 
session of the New York entrance. As soon 
as possible after the accident, the middle foot- 
way was closed to travel, and the current of 
those anxious to cross was turned 
into the down strean. on the wagon track, 
Apparently no measures were taken at the 
Brookiyn end to stop travel for at least a 
time. Un thegNew York,approach this travel 
was aiso diverted from the footway and 
turned into the wagon road. Instead of de- 
creasing, however, it grew constantly as ru- 
mors of the disaster began to fly through 
Brooklyn. 

THE SENSATION IN BROOKLYN, 

These rumors had it that the bridge had 
fallen, aud that hundreds had been crushed. 
The dead that were palled out from under- 
neath the human avalanche on the anchor- 
age were biack in their faces, showing that 
they had died from syffecation. John Steech, 
grand army man ef Kotte’s pest, helped five 
girls from the crowd, where they were 
jammedin tightly by a man, apparently a 
German, who was pushing them and strug- 
gling with them in the bridge as if his only 
purpose Was to get them down to save 
himself. The crowd of roughs pressed on be- 
hind the crowd coming from Brooklyn and 
fought their way through it with oaths and 
ribaidry, and over the bodies of the dead. It 
was said that thieves profited by the opportu- 
nity,and helped to precipitate the catastrophe. 
Their ehances were urlimited. When the 
approach was cleared at last, 1t was literally 
covered with articles of clothing and per- 
sonal property abandoned in the struggle. 
They were viewed with amazement by the 
people coming over trom Brooklyn, who had 
not beard of tne disaster. In the excitement 
of the crash Wm. Oxford, aged 45, a drunken 
man, deliberately jumped from the bridge 
approach into Williams street, and received 
several internal injuries and external bruises. 

THE DANGER SPoT. 

The place on the bridge where the accident 
occurred is the danger spot in the structure. 
To persons who are looking over the scenery as 
they pass either way, it is a certain and imost 
verilous trap in a crush like the one yesterffiy. 

t is a terrible danger. Many said to-day they 
had feared just such an occurrence at tuis spot. 
At the Chambers street hospital lay the bodies 
of twelve of those who perished by the disas- 
ter. Those already identified were as follows: 
George Smith, aged forty-five, of 42 
Watts sireets; carpenter, identified by 
his wife. He was alive when brought to the 
hospitai, but died shortly afterwards. Ellen 
Riordan, aged 45, of No. 36 Montgomery 
street, identified by her son. Maude Craw- 
ford, aged 383, of 57th street near Broadway. 
She is the wife of Charles Crawford, clerk 
James O’Brien, aged 40, of 88 Laight street. 
He was delivery clerk in the employ of the 
Pennsy!vania railroad company, and leaves 
a wife and fourchildren. Mrs. G. Basoniani, 
aged 35, of 302 Plymouth street, Brooklyn. 
She is the wife of Zachariah Basoniani, a 
Turkish carpet weaver. 

A FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT, 

(jueBEC, May 30.—A frightful accident oc- 
curred at Betchnan, a small village 20 miles 
below Point Esquimaux, on Monday last. 
Fourteen men, who had just returned from 
the seal fishery, were dividing two kegs of gun 
powder in one of their houses. One wa 
smokiny, and it is supposed a spark fell into 
the powder. The house was blown into 
atoms, and two of the men were carried about 
100 yards. Seven of the party were terribly 
burned, but none was killed outright. 
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THE LYNCHBURG FIRE. 


Haifa Miltiion Deliars Worth ef Property Destroyed 
by the Flames. 

Lyncrpurc, May 30—-The most jisastrous 
fire that ever visited this city broke out at 10 
o'clock this morning and is now raging 
furiously. Half a million dollars worth of 
property has already been destroyed, includ- 
ing the Daily Virginian building and the fix- 
tures, the Commercial bank, the large hard- 
ware estublishment of Jones, Watts Bros. & 
Co., the large tobacco manufactory of Flood 
& Peters and other business houses. 

Several residences have also been destroyed. 
A strong wind is blowing and the fire depart- 
ment is unable to coye with the flames. Tele- 
grams have been sent to Richmond ‘for assis- 
tance. 4 wall has fallen, killing Holsey 
Gouldman, James Vaughan, William Moore 
and Felix Delbevere. The fire wasin a few 
yards of the Norvell house, in which Mr. R. 
8. Terry. of the Kimball honse is interested, 
butno injury was done to the Norvell. 

A LATER ACCOUNT 

The fire was got under control after raging 
two hours me destroying property to the 
amount of over $300,000. The loss of Jones, 
Watts Hros. & Co., is estimated at $130,000— 
insurance only $32,000. The Virginian office 
was totaily destroyed; loss estimated at $30,- 
000—insurance $15,000. Peters & Flood, to- 
bacconists, lose about $50,000—insured for 
$34,000. A number of smaller buildings were 
destroyed, on which there was partial insur- 
ance, ard others were partly damaged 
by water and fire. The five men, Halsey, 
Gouldman, Policemen Jones, Vaughan, Felix 
Belddore, James Clemens and Captain Wm. 
kK. Moore, the last a conductor on the Nor. 
folk and Western railroad, were buried under 
falling wallsof the Virginian building and 
killed. it took several hours of hard work to 
recover their bodies. The council held a 
meeting to-night and passed resolution of re- 
spect to the dead and calling upon the 
citizens to. suspend business to-morrow and 
attend the funeral.

THE NATIONAL LAND LEAGUE,

the league had been formed. Mr. Sexton 
made aspeech in which he referred to the 
success of the league in America.

HARRINGTON GOES TO IRELAND. 

Lonpon, May 30.—Mr. Harringion, M. P., 
proprietor of the Kerry Sentinel, which was 
suppressed last week, has started for Ireland 
in order to give the Irish executive an oppor- 
tunity for justifying in his person, the gov- 
ernment’s action in regard to his newspaper. 

it is reported that Lord Derby, colonial sec- 
retary, will not give his sanction to the an- 
nexation of New Guinea by Queensland, but 
will allow the establishment of English sta- 
tions on the coast of that island. 

In the nouse of commons this afternoon, a 
bill empowering the local authorities in Ire- 
land to improve the dwellings of laborers 
passed its second reading. 

: OVERDANK’S ACCOMPLICES. 

Rome, May 30.—Three of the prisoners 
charged with participating in the Overdank 
demonstration have been found guilty and 
sentenced to imprisonment for one year and 
to pay a fine of 500 lires. The rest have been 
acquitted. 

THE FRENCH IN TONQUIN, 
Paris, May 30.—No serious fighting is ex- 
pected to occur in Tonquin before the middle 
of July, when the French will be ready to 
take the offensive, 

THE COREAN TREATY, 
WASHINGTON, May 30.—The state depart- 
ment has received telegraphic advices via. 
Japan that ratifications of the treaty between 
the United States and Corea have been ex- 
changed at the Corean capital. This is first 
reaty between Corea and a western country. 
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CUBAN AFFAIRS. 


Fleoded with Depreciated Mexican Dellara—A Com- 
mercial Puzzie. 


Havana, May 30.—At a meeting on the 32d 
instant, of the chiefs of the bureau of the 
Cuban treasury, it was resolved to ask the 
captain-general for the suppression of all pro- 
ceedings in the matter of fines imposed, but 
stil! unpaid, on the captains of steamers and 
sailing vessels, until the judicial proceedings 
instituted by some of the consignees have 
been terminated. 

The confusion arising from the deprecia- 
tion of the Mexican silver dollars is 
well illustrated py the fact that at Caibaien 
wholesale merchants receive it at its nominal 
value, retail merchants for 90 cents, and rail- 
road offices for 80 cents, while at Remedia 
some take it for 90 cents and others for 85 
cents, and at Camayan it passed for 85 cents 
only. The Mexican silver dollar was origin- 
ally imported as a convenient means of pay- 
ing the patrocinadas, or the exstaras, the 
small wages prescribed for them by the law. 
but thé coin began to be imported so lavishly 
that the traders are now ata loss what to do 
with it. | 

Maprip, May 30.—The Cuban budget was 
read in the chamber of deputies to-day by 
Senor Nunez De Arce, Minister of colonies, 
The revenue and expenditures are estimated 
at about 35,000,000 dollars each. A sure charge 
on imported spirits will be raised from 15 to 
22 per cent., and that on export duties will be 
reduced from 10 per cent. to 5 per cen 


DECORATION DAY. 


llow the Decoration of Federal Graves was Observed 
Throughout the Country. . 
WASHINGTON, May 30.—Decoration day was 
observed here in the usual manner. All 
public business was suspended and the city 
was comparatively deserted, the greater part 
of the population being drawn to the ceme- 
teries and to the suburbs. The procession 
was formed in the forenoon, composed of the 
grand army posts and bands of music, which 
marched to the national cemetery at Arling- 
ton, where most extensive preparations had 
been made for the celebration. The pro- 
gramme there occupied nea: ly the entire after- 
noon and includea the decoration uf graves 
and monuments, music, reading of poems, 
and’an oration by Major Lambert, ef Phila- 
delphia. At the Soldiers’ home cemetery the 
proceedings were under charge of General 
Sturgis, governor of the home; and Generals 
Sherman, Sturgis and Ayres headed the dec- 
oration committee. The proceedings here 
were nearly a counterpart of those at Arling- 
ion, with the addition of a salute fired by the 


Second Artiilery. Services on a smaller 
scale were held at all the 
cemeteries — in the vicinity, which 


are old enough to have been used for inter- 
ment during the War. 

in New York the services began at 7:30 in 
the morning. All the banks, exchanges and 
public buildings closed, and processions, 
speeches and decoration ceremonies have con- 
tinued all day, and are in progress to-night. 
At Cincinnati, Baltimore, Cleveland, Boston 
and Chicago services were even more impress- 
ive than in former years. Nearly every town 
and city in the north large enough to have 
burying ground, services have been held. The 
celebration in New York was more general 
than ever before. President Arthur reviened 
the procession from a stand erected in Mad- 
ison Square. Several members of the cabinet 
occupied the stand with him; also General 
Hancock and a number of other officers of the 
army and navy. 

Ricumonp, May 30.—Decoration day was 
observed here by a parade of colored military. 
and civic societies, which proceeded to the 
national cemetery below the city, and deco- 
rated the graves with flowers. Phil Kearney, 
Post No. 10, G. A. R., went to Fort Harrison 
this morning, and decorated the graves in the 
cemetery there, and this afternoon under es- 
cort of company D., First Virginia regiment, 
proceeded to the cemetery near Richmond, 
seeyeny D carrying with them beautiful 
flo contributions. This was done in 
acknowledgment of the action of Phil 
Kearney post, which on confederate memorial 
day went to Hollywood, with the First Vir- 
ginia regiment, and placed a magnificent 
monumental floral design on the grave 
of Gen, George E.. Picketts. Lee Camp, No. 1, 
confederate veterans klso formed a partof the 
escort, and contributed floral offerings. The

MONDAY’S STORM. 


ee NRE 
Great Destruction of Life and Property tndndiava and 
Ohloe. 


CINCINNATI, May 30.—Reports from all parts 
of this state and Indiana represent the storm 
of Monduy night as very severe and destruc- 
tive. In tce Little Miami valley bridges were 
carried away and many houses flooded. In 
Shelby, Decatur and Bartholomew counties 
of Indiana the destruction of farms, fences, 


timber and growing crops is almost 
immeasureable. In Butler county, 
Ohio, a family near Westchester were 


badly injured by the falling walls. A great 
number of barns were unroofed and two or 
three dwellings were demolished. At Lan- 
caster, Owen county, Indiana, W. R. Wil- 
liams, his wife and children and four Croft 
brothers, were killed by the falling timbers, 
and several other persons were injured. Re- 
ports from various other ints .in Ohio 
and Indiana state that high winds and an 
extraordinary storm of rain, hail and light- 
ning prevailed. 
INDIANAPOLIS, May 30.—The news of a very 
destructive tornado, which passed over the 
counties of Clay, Owen, Jobnsun and Suelby 
on Monday evening, was received here to day. 
The news did not reach here sooner because 
ef the smaller towns, which suffered most, 
having no telegraphic communication. At 
Clay City, a town in the southwestern part of 


Clay county, the bank of Thompson, Jett & 
Wi _ Was unroofed, and several smaller 
oui! jngs were destroyed. The storm passed 
over part of the town and _= destroyed 
John, Craft's farm house, killing 
five i@mates, Mrs. Craft and child, Mrs. Wil-

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A COMPLETE MYSTERY. 


Disappearance ofa Young Lady Whois Found ia the 
River Shot. 

Kansas Ciiy, May 30.—On the afternoon of 
the 17th of April, Miss Anna Bauerlein, aged 
25, the daughter of John Bauerlein, a worthy 
(erman of this city,mysteriously disappeared 
fom her home. Diligent search by friends 
was unsuccessful and no clue was obtained 
until to-day,when a dispatch from Boonville, 
19) miieS below here on the Missouri-river, 
announced that a body had been found inthe 
rirer there by a fisherman and identitied as 
that of Miss Bauerlein.- The body had evi- 
dently been in the water some time, and an 
examination revealed a bullet in the back, 
the ball haying traversed the lumbar region 
and emerged fear the groin. No other marks 
of tiolanvé appeared, and the jewelry on the 
péton was undisturbed. The fact of niurder 
1s @tablished beyond doubt, but the circum- 
stances surrounding it remain a complete 
mystery.

A Strange Discovery Made by a Workman Blasting 
Rock. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 30.—A remarkable dis- 
covery has been made by Edward Brown, a 
quarryman, at Johnson’s quarries, near 
Pocopvon, Chester county. Brown had 
reached a depth of ten feet, and after drilling 
a hole ig what he supnosed to be solid rock 
be charged it with powder, lighted the fuse 
and retired out of danger.

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THE INTERSTATE WAR. 


SOUTHERN TRAVSLER., 


The Alleged Remarkable Lack of Great Ability in the 
South=- How They Were Onutgeneraicd at 
Home and Abroad--The Georgia Contiz. 
gent— Howell Cobb— Etc., Bie. 


New York, May 29.—Meeting a prominent 
sofithern man in thé city to-day, a talk ensued 
upon the lost cause and her public men. He 
said: 

“T look in vain for any great civil achieve- 


ment on the part of the confederacy. 
It certainly was not in their foreign 
ministers, who entirely failed, though 


provided with money, to procure the recogni- 
tion of any power there, notwithstanding the 
ruling class in at ieast two countries clamored 
for our recognition. The superior ability of 
Seward in the nnion states department har- 
assed anda noyed the foreign secretaries, 
who were keptbusy answering his missives. 
The legal department of the confeder- 
ate government never amounted to any 


thing. The state governors were. of 
very unequal character, and, I hardly 
think, equal in force of character and 


influence to the northern war governors. 
Several of them have been in the United States 
senate since, and there operations there bhard- 
ly show that they were very great men. The 
shrewdest war governor in the south proba- 
bly was Joe Brown; and he had so much in- 
dividuality, and so much love of money 
making that the moment his common sense 
showed him we were going to be peaten he 
exerted every energy to save property. As 
he was the first to seize a federal fort, even be- 
fore Georgia seceded, so he was the first to act 
upon the understanding that the confederacy 
was doomed.”’ 

Said I to my friend: “Do you think the 
bulk of the southern people perceived tie fall 
of their cause early in the war?’ 

“Yes; after the first year of the war there 
was but little real, genuine hope among men 
accustomed to reason. The battle of Bull 
Kun was not a confederate victory, but mere. 
ly the stopping of the northern invasion; 
while the loss of Maryland, Kentucky ana 
Miss-uri, which occurred early in the war, 
and the complete overrunning of West Vir- 
ginia, which flanked the Old Dominion, stop- 
ped the Lopes that we could transfer the war 
from our own states 10 somewhere near the 
north, and make it a border -conflict. The 
yankee notes were ata huge premium right 
at the contederate capital. Wesaw that we 
were destitute of manufacturing or mechan- 
ical ability, and hardly had skill enough 
among usto keep our railroad system up, 
poor as it was. Nothing was repaired; nwo 
town or city was enlarged during the war. 
We saw that the northern states. with the 
sympathy of the poor white labor of the world, 
could recruit every where, while the possession 
of slavery, which was our only purpose in 
making the war, was the only thing that kept 
us from foreign recognition. Itis foolish to 
say that we would have gene into that war 
but forslavery. All the refinements that our 
statesmen made about the rights of the states 
and the original understanding of the consti- 
tution were for the protection of slavery. 
Without that the south would have. been 
more uuion than the north,” 

‘“*Tlowever,’’ said Ito my friend, ‘‘answer 
iny Question again about, the. leading pubdiic 
meh of the soutix?”’ 

‘*Indeed,”’ replied my friend, who was him- 
self very close to the confederate cabinet, 
‘“‘there is buta small selection. Our presi- 
dent, Jefferson Davis, was a man of intense 
but narrow force—honest enough, yet in some 
things not of great principle. He had a vo- 
luptuous line in him, was more proud than 
wise, and more devoted than politic. On 
some apparently little things, when it would 
have been magnanimous tor him to have 
given way, no impression could be made 
upon him. Some old prejudice, not worth a 
rush in itself, would keep him from recogniz- 
ing what all men saw, the ability of some 
man that ought to have been promoted. He 
never was a great public man; he was pro- 
vincial from the top to the bottom of his 
character. He may have been a good gov- 
ernor of Mississippi. The skillful and liberal 
leader of a large nation he nevershould have 
been. 

‘‘Indeed,’’ continued my informant, ‘‘our 
institutions, while they produced remarkably 
good executive talent, did not produce great 
organizing talent.. It was almost impossible 
in the southern states to get the ordinary run 
of men to be loval, unless you either gave 
them fighting to door governed them with 
sentiment. To be frank with you, we had 
nothing to show them that would lift up their 
hearts if they should begin tothink. Our ut- 
most success would be the formatiun of a 
siave republic, itself anomalous and anachro- 
nous. A republic where everybody should 
be equal,and noslave ever be equal to any 
body, was absurd. What had we to promise 
to the poor- whites of the south except that 
the negro should not be their equal? We 
might teilthe people that we were going to 
reopen the African slave trade, and by the 
aid of cheap negroes produce greater crops; 
yet the poor whites of the south opposed the 
slave trade, and if they had ever begnn to 
reason on it there would surely have been in 
the south a native republican party. Ia short 
we had nothing to rely upon but the fighting 
powers of our people. ‘ 

‘There was, to a certain extent, a political 
origin in the rebellion, although I concede 
that the great wave of it came from the bot 
tom upward. The impending triumph of the 
republican party threatened our whole ofli- 
cial clientele. The democrats united could 
have carried the union in 1860, but our public 
men would rather see the union go by the 
board and the republicans win than to have 
Douglas elected; so they first threw away the 
democratic party, and then rejected the re- 
publican party, and in that way they an- 
nexed to Lincoln the vast —— of Doug- 
las democrats, so that he practically had as 
homogeneous a nation to go to war with as 
we had, who had everything to lose.”’ 

‘‘Bat come back,’’ said I to my friend, ‘‘to 
your representative statesman.” ; 

The gentleman thought a momentand said: 
“Tt could not have been Alexander H. BSte- 
phens. He was naturally of a loyal, almost 
womanly nature; and as much as he grum- 
bled when he wasin the old union, the mo- 
ment it was lost he began to fall into sombre 
philosophy. His conscience, perhaps, told 
him that the government cemented by his 
fathers ought not to be sown to the winds for 
a parcel of slaves. Indeed, the man trying 
to apologize for the formation of the confed- 
eracy arose at Savannah and ground out the 
awful confession that the new government 
was to implant in the Christian world a new 
fact—that slavery was the basis 
of freedom. He deduced this, of 
course, from Calhoun, who got it from the 
old Roman or Greek republicans, who in 
their little states maintained the pride of free 
men by contrasting themselves with their 
bondsmen. But what could be made of such 
a comparison when every one of our slaves 
was a Christian like ourselves? They wentto 
the wars with us as faithful servants, and 
knew all the time thatthe cause we repre- 
sented was harsh and upjust to them, and 
their hopes were with our enemy; but they 
were too much like us ever to rise in massacre. 
Indeed, the nobility of many of our slaves, 
their Christian s mpathy, was a great rebuke

“If I miist answer that question” said m 
acquaintance, “I shouid think that H 
Cobb was perhaps the best equipped man in 
the south, 
genial, the most genera 
to the southern confederacy somewhat lik 
Calhoun tothe old federal government in 
the time of Monroe, before he was disap : 
ted and almost insane fromthe loss of the 
es: Howell Cobb was one of the 
argest slaveholders in the south, and -had 
about 1,000 human beings among his property. 
He was of Welsh stock, which is less intense 
harsh and severe than the Scotch-Irish, and 
less mettlesome and more chivalric than 
the Huguenot or Creole stock. He filled the 
third position in the confederate govern- 
ment—that is to say, he was at the head of 
the convention which organized it at Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, and made the confed 
of those states which had already seceded,an 
sent to other states which had not seceded 
ministers or spies. Howell Cobb has filled 
most of the positions under the federal gov- 
ernment with entire satisfaction. There was 
no mention at that time of his lacking in any 
respect as a man of capacity, of philo- 
sophic temperament, industry, 
and generally speaking, of safety. 
tle was a pretty safe man. He was not like 
Davis, a bitter man, or a mere man of de- 
tails, nor like Stephens, an idealist and 
dreamer. He knew th@walue of bacon in a 
cotton empire, as he m his own bacon. bse 
fore the war to feed his regiment of slaves. 
He had been at the head of the Treas- 
ury at Washington long enough to know 
that without a mighty purse war can not be 
maintained except with the merely brutal 
hand. Therefore, he shook his honors off 
very early and took a regiment into the field 
and thre he stayed, making a very good 
soldier, if nota great: one, until it became 
apparent to him also that our opponents were 
too determined, too patient, and he took a 
minor department in the army and there re- 
mained until the end of the war, scattering 
no discouragement among the people, bat 
awaiting the inevitable.” 

‘‘Was he responsible for the rebellion ?’’ 

‘ Unfortunately, yes. He was considered 
in Georgia a union man above all others as 
late as 1859. Heran as the union party’s 
candidate; and under that name, about 1850, 
against MacDonald, the candidate of the 
southern rights. party, so-called. Cobb 
stumped the whole state, and his speeches 
had a patriotism and breadth that delighted 
our moumtain people, and he was elected 
governo: by a large majority. He then un- 
fortunately became bitten with the presiden- 
tial mania, and his bete noir was Douglas. 
He saw that the northern democrats preferred 
Douglas to him, and it soured his temper and 
put him foremost among the men of ability, 
if, indeed, he was not the only man of gen- 
eral ability, to favor the sundering of the 
union of bis fathers.’’ 

‘Tell me a little more about Mr. Cobb’s 
origin.” 

‘‘He was a native of Georgia, born in 1816, 
from a North Carolina father and a Virginia 
mother. From his mother he drew the more 
aristocratic elements of his character. His 
father wasan acquisitive planter, not very 
successful in business, and when his son had 


ave not 


ly capable. He stoo 


father and dost a -great deal of »money. 
Cobb’s mother was from Fredericksburg. 
where General Washington’s mother lived, 
and she may have seen 't.” “drs. Washington 
living in that town. Howell Cobb had another 
brother, who fell dead at Fredericksburg, his 
mother’s home, in battle line in 1862. An- 
other brother survived. His foursisters made 
respectable marriages. You can see that Cobb 
had Welsh in his stock by his first name be- 
ing Howell. The accident of Cobb’s father 
moving to the vicinity uf the university of 
Georgia procured him a good education. The 
most noticeable thing about him at school 
was his healthy mental and physical nature, 
his good nature ano a sort of easy, natural 
leadership which made other men 
put him forward as if they always thought of 
him first. Cobb had very few small charac- 
teristics. His success in life was so natural 
that he felt grateful to everybody, and there- 
fore he ripened just about the time of this ac- 
cursed rebellion, to which we all were vic- 
tims. Think of it, my friend, that man was 
only forty-five years old at the breaking out 
of the war, and had been speaker of congress, 
governor of his state, and secretary of the 
treasury. He was rich, well married, blessed 
everywhere, and yet for two things he chose 
the sword instead of God’s providence; the 
first was his thousand negroes, and the second 
was his exasperation with the northern dem- 
ocratic party for not pushing him further 
on,” GATH. 
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SENATORIAL VIEWS. 


The Opinion of Two Leading Democrats on the Tariff 
Question. 

New York, May 30.—The World publishes 
a letter written to Pulitzer by Senators Bayard 
and McDonald respecting the tariff question. 
The former says: ‘‘Anything like finesse or 
appearance of finesse, or tri. k in dealing with’ 
such an issue as tariff for revenue, or tariff 
for the protection of certain classes of our 
citizens, will greatly weaken _ the 
party resorting to it. I knew of no position 
more impregnable. and upon which it is more 
important for the democratic party to form 
its line, than that public property can’t be 
taken for private use under any pretext. The 
only ground upon which any individual can 
be deprived of his property is to benefit the 
community, and whenever such exigency 
arise -he must, under our charfers, be first 
justly compensated. The form of taxation is 
immaterial; as much so as the place thé tax 
is collected; in the interior or at one’s resi- 
dence, or at the seaport of 
entry and * under the tariff law, 
an excise or direct tax law. It is all th 
same, and to be justified it must be in th 
name and furthe use ofthe government of 
the United States. With this principle once 
laid down, tbe rate of taxation will be easily 
measured by public exigencies, and such a 
spectableas was witnessed at the last session 
of congress of a handfulof men representing 
private interests and controlling and molding 
the public laws of taxation to suit those in- 
terests, will never again be tolerated by hon- 
est public sentiment. 

Senator McDonald says that the tariff issue 
connected with the general subject of revenue 
reform will necessarily be an important ques- 
tion in all future political contests, until it is 
settled upon the doctrines of the constitution 
and the principles of sound political econo- 
my. We may be sometime reachinga solu- 
tion of the question; but, as the public mind 
hecomes more enlightened, it will not be sat- 
isfied with any tariff that is nut for the coun- 
try, por with any tarilf law-in which the 
duties laid upon foreign merchandise shall be 
above the revenue point.

A TALK WITH THE MURDERER. 
From the Gwinnett Herald. 

On the evening the letter was received, his 
counsel visited the jail and read the letter to 
the condemved man, and inforrmed him that 
they had done all they could in his be. 
balf, That the last hope of relief was ex- 
hausted and that he must look to a higher 
tribunal for mercy. 

The prisoner received the intelligence with 
composure and replied that he was ready to 
meet hisdoom and that he had made peace 
with his God. 

We had a conversation with him on Mon- 
day night. We called at the jail while the 
sheriff was giving the prisoners supper, 
and found Stevenson very cheerful. He eat 
heartily for a man who has been confined so 
long and the near approach of the day of his 
execution does not appear to affect either his 
appetite or his sleep. los 

He talks very freely in reference to his life 
and the circumstances that brought about the 
terrible tragedy for which he is to suffer. He 
still maintains that he did not do the shoot- 
ing, but tells a different story from that given 
in his statement to the jury. He remenibers 


every incident that occurred that day 
with remarkable clearness. He still ex- 


presses the belief that Loyick did the shoot- 
ing, although he did not see him distinctly 
enough to recognize him. He thinks now 
that Lovick was hid under the floor of the 
house and was watching him all the time, 
but can’t account for the fact that although 
he saw her fall and passed around her and 
out atthe front door, he did not hear the 
screams that brought Terry and McGee to 
her help. 

He is now thirty-three years old and joined 
the church when he was fourteen. Was con 
verted under the preaching of Rey. Joshua 
Bradford and has been a member of the 
church since that time. He has for a num- 
ber of years been an official member of Pros- 
pectchurch,but he nevertook sacrament. The 
reason that he did not was that he did not 
feel that he was good enough. His wife often 


‘inquired of him why he declined to conform 


to this ordinance, and he always replied that 
he did not feel {that it was his duty to do so, 
The true reason was that he was not living 
right. 

He bad been warned by his mother and 
other friends that he would get into trouble 
about bis aunt, but would not heed their 
warning. If he had quit going to his aunt's 
after he wasmarried, he would now be at 
home with his family. He has been married 
six years and has two children. Did net 
know whether they would come tosee him 
again or not, bad written to her to come. 

IfI make any statement at the gallows it 
will be in accordance with what I have told 
heretofore, but Ido not know that I will 
make any statement there. I have thought 
about writing outa history of my life butit 
is too late now and I do not: think anybody 
would want to read the details of such a Ife 
as I have led. 

On iast Sunday a crowd of Sunday scheol 
children came down here to talk to me aad 
they sang a number of beautiful songs for me. 
I am very fond of such music and would like 
for them to come again, 

He asked very particularly about his broth- 
er Millard, who is iying atthe point of death 
and will probably not recover.

The New York Sun declares that the south- 
érn papers which itis in the habit of reading 
are cheerful and sensible. We may say ofthe 
Sun that it is uniformly cheerful and sen- 
sible, but it sometimes makes curious mis- 
takes. It charges, for instance, that ‘the 
crowning republican infamy, the seating of 
Hayes, was accomplished by the consent of 
southern politicians, democrats,” 

Our esteemed contemporary by using the 
wrong word to state a fact, falls into an error. 
It is not the first time the Sun has fallen into 
the same error, nor is it the first time Tue 
CONSTITUTION has taken occasion  to-correct it. 

The crowning republican infamy, -the seat- 
ing of Hayes, was accomplished by the sub- 
mission of southern politicians, democrats.

RAILROADS AND THE PUBLIC. 

Mr. Fink, the genial gentleman who is 
called in to settle the difficulties and disturb- 
ances that arise between the trunk lines of 
the north and wést, has the courage of his 
convictions and the frankness of a man who 
is satisfied with his success. Mr. Fink is 4 
very useful citizen. He is not merely a 
shrewd and successful manipulator of the 
pool interests of the trunk lines, playing one 
against the other with such consummate skill 
that all competition is destroyed and natural 
rivalry becomes a profitable alliance, but he 
is in one sense an educator of the public; and 
such an educator was never more needed than 
at this juncture. 

The people are rot particularly interested 
inthe means employed by Mr. Fink to 
smother railway competition in order chat 
the public may be more effectually plucked, 
but they are vitally interested 
in some of tye information that the pool com- 
missioner, out of his abundance, occasionally 
imparts to the newspapers. For instance, 
when Mr. Fink casually informs all concerned 
—including the railroad commissioners of 
New York—-that there is ‘‘no principle gov- 
erning the classification of frieght by the rail- 
ways,’ and that they ‘follow the rule of 
making the rates that the traffic will stand,’ 
he states a fact that has frequently been 
evaded or denied by the railroad managers 
themselves. 

The people are very much. interested in 
such information. When they are told that 
the freight charges are based on what the 
traflic will stand, they know that the rail- 
roads have assumed the right of sharing the 
profits of producers, Their rates are based, 
not on the cost of transportation, but-on the 
price the freight will fetch in the market. 

Such information as this is in the nature of 
education, and wiil aid the people to more 
thoroughly appreciate the nature of the great 
question with which the states as well as the 


general government will finally have to deal. 
Upon this question Judge Jeremiah 8. Black, 
the distinguished jurist, has recently written 
an important letter to the railroad commitiee 
of the Pennsylvania senate. He cal!s atten- 
tion, in his vigorous and incisive way, to the 
deliberate and continuous refusal of the leg- 


islature of Pennsylvania to carry out that pro- 


vision of the state constitution which 
directs that body to enforce by appropriate 
legislation the prohibition against discrimin- 
ating charges by the railroad corporations of 
the state. This prohibition is a part of the 
organic Jaw, and Judge Black distinctly 
charges that the failure to carry it out is the 
result of bribery direct and indirect. 

In his letter Judge Black takes the ground 
that railroads are public highways which 
the state caused to be constructed and ope 
rated in behalf of the public by chartered 
corporations as a matter of convenience and 
expediency. -He declares that those who 
manage railroads are public agents who have 
no proprietary right or title to the roads 
themselves. That is to say, private owner- 
ship in railroads is the right to operate them 
for the benefit of the public. Judge Black, 
after fortifying his position with a citation of 
legal principies and judicial decisions, says 
that ‘‘all proper reguiations should be made 
to prevent those agents from betraying their 
trust.” Hesays: ‘‘A railroad corporation is 
a partofthe civil government as much asa 
city corporation. The officers of the former, 
as much as the latter, are agents and trustees 
of the public, and the public has an interest 
precisely similar in the fidelity of both.’’ 

He says the taxes which railroad corpora- 
tions are permitted to levy for the payment 
of their own service to the public must be 
reasonable, fixed, certain and uniform, other- 
wise the levy is a fraud upon the people 
which no department of the state government 
nor allthe departments together has power 
to legalize. In Georgia, where the railroad 
problem is in progress of solution, these views 
would be regarded as extreme,. but they are 
not extreme in Pennsylvania, where fora 
long series of years have owned the legisla- 
ture and have had practical control of the 
state government. Moreover, behind Judge 
slack’s views is the principle of public right 
and justice.

We would, of course, use our 
judgment in these matters; but ourinvariable rule 
will be never to charge any more than 2 per cent 
per month. Another great benefit to the poor is our 
determination to balance our books at the close of 
every.year, and if we find that our profits exceed 8 
per cent perannum, we intend to invest the excess 
in coal and distribute it among the worthy poor of 
the city.’’

Used Up. 

The natienal memorial holiday was generally 
observed throughout the couniry yesterday. The 
day was celebrated at Marietta and vast crowds, 
mostly negrooes, were in attendance.

Among the principa} 
disturbers was Parker, who became so boisterous 
that the city authorities of ariet a undertook to 
arrest him, when he sternly refused tosrubmit and 
a fight ensued. during which he deait the city mar- 
shal and sheriff several severe blows He was fina)- 
ly overpowered, but not until he had received many 
heavy blows from billets abeut the head Sand face. 
His friends managed to get bim on the train 
just as it was ulling out, whereby he 
avoided arrest. Before the train reached the city a 
telegram was sent the police here ty arrest him on 
arrival and hold until further orders. Two police. 
Ingen were instructed to meet the train and carry out 
th@ request of the Marietta authorities. The train 
Was stopped at Forsyth street and Parker taken out 
and placed in # back which had been procured 
and sent to his home, 15 fi] 
iard street. The police soon reached 
his home, but on account of his extreme bad fix he 
was not removed to the stationhouse, but a guard 
was left to see that he did not.escape. Drs. Crouch 
and Héweli were summoned and made a thorough 
examination of his wounds. As Parker was consid- 
erably intoxicated, the physicians were unable to 
state to what extent he was injared.

COLORED FECUNDITY. 


The Old Neglected, the Young Not Cared tor, and 
Crime Prevalent. 

New York, May 27.—General G,. T. Beaure- 
gard, of New Orleans, was met at the Le- 
land hotel this morning. Speaking of the 
assertion recently made that the negro race 
was increasing in the south, General Beaure- 
gard said: ‘“‘If such is the case, it is not ap- 
parentto the residents of my state. So far 
as my observation goes, there has been a 
gradual decrease in the race. We have only 
to look at the neglect of the oid and the 
young, which prevails among the negroes, 
to find a reason why we believe there has 
been a decrease.”’ 

‘‘Has crime increased among them since 
the war?” 

“Yes. At the present time, in fact, for 
vears back, there has been a steady flow of 
the negro population from the plantations to 
the cities. Here they indulge in all sorts of 
crimes. Asaresult, we find our jails filled 
with negro criminals.” Before the war it was 
almost impossibleto finda negroin jail at 
the south. The old people now are ieft to 
shift for themselves. The very young ones 
are greatly neglected. In old times it was not 
so. Theold slaves who had been faithtul 
were well cared for, while the young ones 
were also carefully looked after, as a matter 
of interest.’’

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A SUIT AGAINST MR. HUFF. 


Mr. Markham Attempts to Dispossess film ofthe Mark- 
ham House, 

About 11 o'clock Wednesday night, a dis- 
sossessory warrant was issued by Justice 
Pitchford against Colonel W. A. Huif, proprie- 
tor of the Markham house, at the instance of 
Colonel William Markham, the owner, he al- 
leging that Mr. Huif has failed to pay his 
rents. The warrant was at once placed in.the 
hands of the sheriff to be executed. 

Ait the time of the issuing of the warrant, 
Colonel Huff was out of the city, but later he 
returned. When Mr. Huif returned he was 
maie acquainted with Mr. Markham’s move- 
ments. Letween the hours of twelve and one 
o'clock, these gentlemen met in fhe office at 
the hotel, when words ensued, which finaily 
resulted in Mr. Hufftaking Mr. Markham in 
the collar and shaking him up considerably. 
Friends interfered bef§re any damage of con- 
sequence was sustained. Yesterday the case 
was reported to the grand jury and a true 
bill of assault and battery was returned 
against Mr. Huff. A Constirurion reporter 
soucht Mr. Hulf yesterday, but failed to see 


hini, he having gone to New Holland on 
business connected with bis hotel 
at that place, In conversation 


with Colonel Broyles, one of Mr. Markham ’s 
attarneys, he said: | 

‘Mr. Markham has demanded his hotel by 
a warrant issued last night, and which has 
been placed in the hands of the sheriff. At 
the expiration of three days, as is required by 
law, the sheriff will dispossess Mr. Huff, 
unless he files an afffdavit denying owing the 
renis claimed, andin case this is done, a 
bond and security for double the 
amount claimed will have to be given until 
the final hearing comes up. Mr. Markham 
claims that there is now due him about $9.- 
000. Mr. Huff denies the correctness of the 
account and will doubtless give the necessary 
bond and retain the possession of, the hotel 
until the final trial comes up. Soth sides 
haye engaged the services of some of the 
most prominent attorneys in the state, and 
muh interest is being manifested by friends 
of both parties. 


ON DANGEROUS GROUND. 


Criminal Proceedings to be Inatituted Agatast Mr. 
Nall To-Day Unleas He Pays Up. 

The Nal! defalcation matter is about to 
reach a crisis. itis probable that the matter 
wil! be placed in the bands of District Attor- 
ney Speer to-day. It certainly will be, it is 
said, unless the money is paid up by Mr 
Naii or his friends. Some of Mr. Nall’s 
friends were interesting themselves yesterday 
about the matter, but ic is thought that they 
wili hardly make good the shortage to-day. 
Mr Nall was still too sick to come up town 
yesterday, and he has not yet made a state- 
mezut of the affair. nor even seen any 
members of the press. A CONSTITUTION Tre- 
porter endeavored to see him yesterday but 
without success, his physicians refusing to 
allow him to see any one. There were no de- 
velopments of an interesting nature yester- 
day outside of one fact, and thatis by ail odds 
the most important piece of information yet 
secured. At last the details of the affair can 
be laid before the public and the whole mat- 
ter can be seen in its true light 
ani the public may judge the case. Yesterday 
there reached the city from Washington a tall, 
quiet looking man, with a flowing beard that 
hid his shirt front,and was of acolorjust dark 
enosugh to be innocent of the charge of red 
that the casual observer for convenience sake 
would have been inclined to make. The gen- 
tleman stepped from the train, walked with 
an easy tread to the Kimball house, and tak- 
ing a pen, wrote across the register, 

A. G. SHARP, WASHINGTON, D. C, 

The eye of Tue ConstirvuTion’s young man 
socn fell upon the name, and the reporter 
wa; very earnest in his endeavor during the 
the balance of the day to find the gentleman 
who unearthed the defalcation in the post- 
oft:ce. 

About nine o’clock last night the Bohe- 
mian met Mr. Sharpon the street and with- 
out asking why he haa been so hard to find, 
the reporter said: 

‘You left the city last week before I could 
see you, and as Governor Conley knows noth- 
ing of the defalcation and refuses to talk, and 
as Mr. Nall has made no statement, I have 
becn able to procure nothing but hearsay in- 
formation. Can’t you give me the facts as 
they really exist?”’ 

Mr. Sharp kindly consented to do so and 
Said: 

“It was evident to me from certain infor- 
mation that [ had in my possession that there 
was a shortage in the money as early as 
Merch last. 1 came down last week to inves- 
tigate the matter and found the money short 
eight thousand and twenty odd dollars. That 
shortage does not concern the government so 
jar asa loss is concerned. Mr. Conely is re- 
sponsible for it, and Mr. Nall is responsible 
to him. The guvernment could not loose 
anythiug.’’ 

‘‘Does Mr. Nall standin the attitude of a 
criminal?’ 

‘Certainly, he is a defaulter just as any 
other man would be who is behind with his 
money.”’ 

**Will he be prosecutec 

‘It is usual in such cases to be governed by 
circumstances. Whilethe government holds 
Mr. Conley responsible for the money it at 
the sametime will aid him in collecting it 
from Mr. Nall. Ifa defaulter should show a 
proper spirit abouta shortage the government 
would take it into consideration. Mr. Nall 
telegraphed that he would make the amount 
good on Saturday last, then Monday, then 
Tuesday. Now this is Wednesday and the 
money is still notin sight. I felt it my place 
to come down and see about the matter, If 
the money is not paid to-morrow the matter 
wiil be placed in the hands of the district 
atiorney, and Mr. Nall will be prosecuted as 
a efauiter,. Mr. Conley will then proceed 
w?th a suit to recover the deficit.”’ 

“Telline how you found things in the 
oftice.’’ 

‘When I reached the city I went directly 
to the postoflice and informed Postmaster 
Conley that I desired to inspect the oftice, 
and- would ‘count the cash. did so, 
counted the stamps and asked for the vouch- 
ere, They weregiven me and I saw that 
there was a deficit. Mr. Nall appeared dis- 
inclined to give me information and papers, 
but would go off and stay two or three hours 
at a time ostensibly to look up vouchers. | 
informed Governor Conley that I thought 
from the action of his casbier there must be a 
deficit When I concluded the investiva- 
tion Il called Mr. Nall and Mr. Conley into 
the office and asked if there were any more 
vouchers, 

Mr, Nall said there were none. I told him 
there was a deficit of seven or eight thousand 
dollars and asked him if it was possible that 
any one else in the office could haye taken 
the money. He said no, that he was respon- 
sivle. I figured out the amount then and 
foand it to be a little over eight thousand. 
When I announced it Mr. Nall said that 
be was responsible for it, and si neg remarked, 
‘l have been weighed in the balances and 
found wanting.’ That is the whole story.”’ 

if Mr. Nall is prosecuted to conyiction he 
wiil goup for not less than- two years. Mr. 
Sharp, who has handled the case, is a shrewd 
inspector and is pronounced one of the very 
bert men in the service.

Oh, what shallI do to 
cancel this dreadful shame I have brought 
upon myself?” end again the lady sobbed as 
if her heart would break. 

Her tears moved her audience and they 
arose to leave, but before they had gone Miss 
Grady said: ‘‘I would know that villain. My 
eyes have his photograph. I saw the hack- 
driver talking with a man before I left Mr. 
Rich's, and I believe he is the man who did 
the work. But I shall leave to-morrow, if | 
am able to go, and carry my shame with me. 
The driver told me Mr. Rich’s place was 
respectable, and that ladies went there, else I 
shouldn’t have entered.”’ 


‘Before I leave, I would like to ask,’ said ‘ 


Mr. Rich, “if we were at any time alon 
during your stay at my place?” 

‘‘No, not fora second. The door was open 
and in the adjoining room within eye shot 
andear shot was an old gentleman with 
white hair.

The man 
proceeded at once to Athens, found the 
friends of Diogenes, and related, his story. 
They shaved his head and found this mes- 
sage: “Asa positive and speedy Blood Pu- 
rifier for the cure of all Blood Poisons, B. B.
